Convention At Milwaukee 


Lowden Reelected for Eighth Term—Color Proposal Amended—Proven Sire Recognition Authorized 
Brattleboro Building to be Purchased — Philadelphia Next

Association of America at Milwaukee, Wis., June 5 
and 6, was one of the most satisfactory, as it was 
one of the largest gatherings yet held under the delegate 


Ts 43d Annual Convention of the Holstein-Friesian 


. system. It was widely representative of the industry, 171 


delegates from 46 states being in attendance. The Call in- 
cluded a number of controversial issues, some of them 
directly concerning every breeder, and it is a great tribute 
to the success of the present delegate system that this 
Convention was able to dispose of them, in accord with 
the view of the majority of the men listening to the dis- 
cussions with such entire harmony and good feeling. 
There was wide participation in the discussions by the 
delegates and it was evident that these elected represen- 
tatives of the membership had given careful thought to 
the various matters scheduled for action and that much 
effort had been put forth to ascertain the views of the 
breeders back home. It was a truly representative meet- 
ing, with several hundred interested breeders in attend- 
ance outside of the regularly elected delegates. 

Much attention was given, both in the convention and 
in the previous day of informal discussion, to the proposed 
changes in the schedule of color markings that debar 
registration. The proposal to set up more drastic regula- 
tions for males that would refuse registration to any 
carrying black below the fetlocks or any detached black 
below the knee or hock joints, was decisively rejected, 
and the proposed restatement of the old requirements for 
females was amended to apply to both sexes, and adopted. 
The principal opposition came from delegates who be- 
lieved that the new wording was no improvement over 
the old in its clarity of expression. 

Possibly the one subject of greatest potential im- 
portance of anything in this convention was adopted with 
the least discussion. This was the report of the Com- 
mittee on Recognition of Proven Sires. The resolution on 
this subject authorizes the Board to institute a system of 
classifying proven sires and their daughters, along the 
same lines as were proposed by this committee last year 
and which was not adopted, with further extension to in- 
clude younger sires having daughters over a year old but 
not yet in production. The work of classification will be 
done by official advisers appointed by the Board and 
working on a per diem basis. The full text of the resolu- 
tion appears elsewhere in this issue. Later the Board 
appointed H. W. Norton, Jr., the new Superintendent of 
A. R., to work out definite regulations for such a system, 
to report back to the Board at its next meeting in October. 

The proposition to purchase the property housing the 
secretary’s office at Brattleboro, Vt., was ratified by a 





conclusive vote after an interesting debate in which both 
sides of the story were well told. Details of this debate 
as well as that occurring on other subjects of importance 
appear in the stenographic transcript of the convention 
which we are pleased to be able to present in this issue. 

A pleasing and highly significant event of the after- 
noon program was honoring of Prof. S. M. Babcock, in- 
ventor of the Babcock test, which has made possible the 
present popularity of our breed through the foundation 
of demonstrated superiority in production. Prof. Babcock 
was fittingly introduced by President Lowden, and pre- 
sented with a pair of the small True Type models. Mr. 
Lowden presided throughout the convention, thus demon- 
strating again his sincere interest in the affairs of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association by his attendance here dur- 
ing the final week of his campaign to secure the Repub- 
lican nomination for President of the United States. Some- 
thing of the pride and affection which the Holstein men 
feel for their distinguished President was manifested in 
the spontaneous and tumultuous demonstration that 
greeted the announcement of the nominating committee 
that they had drafted Mr. Lowden for an eighth term at 
the head of this greatest live stock record association in 
the world. In addition to its president, a vice-president 
and six directors were elected, all by unanimous vote. Dr. 
L. M. Thompson of Pennsylvania was reelected vice-presi- 
dent for his fifth term. Directors Noyes, Yates and Mott 
were reelected likewise for four year terms. E. S. Hass 
of California takes the place of Harold Stimson of Wash- 
ington, under an agreement by the Coast states to alter- 
nate their representation on the Board. F. M. Peasley of 
Connecticut takes the place of Frank P. Knowles of Mas- 
sachusetts, who was forced to resign on account of ill 
health, and Martin D. Buth will be Michigan’s representa- 
tive in place of Horace Norton, who resigned to take the 
office of Superintendent of Advanced Registry. This last 
office, as well as those of Secretary and Treasurer, are 
appointive by the Board, which later continued the pres- 
ent incumbents, Houghton Seaverns and Jas. A. Reynolds, 
respectively as Secretary and Treasurer for the ensuing 
year. Fitting tributes were adopted in the way of resolu- 
tions of respect to the late Frederick L. Houghton, Secre- 
tary for nearly 34 years, and to Malcolm H. Gardner, who 
retires as Superintendent. of Advanced Registry, follow- 
‘ing a service of 24 years in this capacity. 

Philadelphia and Syracuse were the principal con- 
tenders for the 1929 Convention, with Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, also in the field, although the two largest states in 
the Convention were solid for Syracuse in the voting, the 
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attractions of a promised boat ride from Philadelphia to 
Wilmington and Winterthur Farms and a Davidson-man- 
aged National Sale, carried the day for the Pennsylvania 
metropolis.

REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES 


CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: The next item is reports of 
Special Committees. The first of these being the Committee 
on Consolidating Offices, of which Mr. Noyes is Chairman. 

MR. NOYES: I think this resolution as it reads here is 


not quite clear. This is simply to report on a 
was adopted by the Board of Directors, as a recommendation 
to the Convention. Perhaps I should go ahead and explain 
what there is about it and then offer the proper resolution for 
this body. Most of the delegates have been to Brattleboro and 
know what the situation is. I might say briefly that eleven 
years ago at the time when the Association was growing 
rapidly they had to make provision rather quickly for more 
and better space. They were growing at such a rate that at 
that time they could not find space in the village there to 
take care of them and they made arrangements with a man 
by the name of Clapp that he build this building for them with 


resolution that 


the understanding that they should pay rent on it, at I 
believe ten per cent for ten years, the idea being that he was 
to get his money back within a reasonable length of time. 


We have done that now for eleven years, paid $6,300 per year 


rent on the office building. In the meantime Mr. Clapp has 
died and his heirs want to sell the building. and they offered 
it first, I think, for $50,000 which was not particularly attrac- 
tive, and finally offered it for $30,000 which is perhaps not 
over one-third of what it cost. It has been variously estimated 
at’ one-third, some think more, and some think less, but I 
think myself that it would cost more than three times $30,000 
to build such a building. Many of you have been there. It 


is strictly a fireproof building, and is adapted to our purposes 
as well as a building could be. It was built especially for us 
and it is offered to us for $30,000 and my estimate is that it 
would save us about $3,800 a year if we owned it in this way: 


It would cost the interest on $30,000 which is now four per 
cent would be a part of the cost of owning it and that would 
be $1,200, the taxes on it are about $800 a year which would 


make it $2,000 to gether with the interest and the repairs have 


never yet exceeded $500 a year, and anyone who is familiar 
with the building knows that it is of such a character that 
there cannot be much repairing to do. The insurance is less 


than $1,000 a year in fact the only insurance that is necessary 


is on a couple of wooden buildings that we also rent with the 
office building so that the saving would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,800 a year right away. I recommended to the Board 


as a pure matter of business that we should purchase the 
building. It would seem to be the right thing to do. At any 
rate, the Board, after some discussion, inasmuch as it has a 
certain bearing upon the policy of the Association, referred 


it to the Convention and in bringing it before the Convention I 
would move that the delegates to this Annual Convention 
hereby approve of the purchase by the Board of Directors of 
the real estate at Brattleboro, Vermont, on which the build- 
ings occupied as the office of the Secretary of the Association 


are located and the lands adjacent that have been heretofore 
used and are now leased by the Association at a price not 
exceeding $30,000 and, as amended in this way, I make that 


motion before this Convention. 


VICE PRESIDENT THOMPSON: I second the motion. 
MR. NOYES: I might say that the two buildings in 


addition, the two wooden buildings are now occupied, one was 
originally the fire hall of the village, and the other is a sort of 
barn and we use it for the storage of unimportant matter. 

I might say that it is extremely important that we have 
a fireproof building for the Secretary’s office. As you know 
our whole assets, as you might say our business assets are 
our records and consequently a fireproof building is very 
important. 


CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: You have heard the motion which 


has been seconded. Does anyone wish to be heard upon the 
motion? 
MR. BACON: I can’t see how we can approve the pur- 


chase of property that has not been purchased. It seems to 
me that we could recommend that the Board use their judg- 
ment in the purchase of that property but it seems to me that 
the wording of that resolution should be changed. 

MR. NOYES: What is the point? 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Mr Bacon makes the point that 
you ask for the approval of the purchase when there has been 
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no purchase made. If you would insert the word ‘‘proposed” 
and say the proposed purchase, I think Mr. Bacon’s point 
rould be met. 
wou. NOYES: The idea is they approve the proposed pur- 
chase rather than the actual purchase. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Without objection the motion 
will be amended to agree with the suggestion. 

PROF. WING: I would like to ask Mr. Noyes if this would 
permit extension in the future, and what land we have? 


MR. NOYES: By tearing down the old buildings you 
could more than double, I think, the area of your office space 
without going higher. You can always go as high as you 


wish. If you are familiar with the State of Vermont, you 
know that they have a foundation that will hold anything. 

MR. GUE: Iam not in a position at this time to know 
what would be right or wrong in the purchase of this property 
and I don’t believe that there is half of this congregation 
that is intelligently enlightened to know how to vote on this 
matter. I have often thought sometimes that in this great 
organization of ours, that we should be and I think eventually 
the time will come when we shall be housed under one roof 
with our entire business, and in keeping with the few words 
which I have spoken I| will make the motion that this be 
referred to and placed in the hands of our Board of Directors 
to act upon as they see fit. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: You make that as an amendment 
to the motion do you, Mr. Gue? 

JUDGE PEASLEY: I rise to a point of order. This is 
not an amendment but destroys the original motion, and as 
regards this being referred to the Board of Directors I think 
it is too great a subject for the Board of Directors to take 


the responsibility for. I think this amendment ought not to 
prevail and ought not to be held to be in order beeause it 
destroys the very purpose of the whole proceedings. I rise 


to a point of order that the amendment is not in order. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: The Chair overrules the point of 
order but thinks that the gentleman from Connecticut has 
made an excellent argument against the adoption of the 
amendment but the amendment is still in order according to 
the Chair. 

Is there a second to the amendment? 

MR. BACON: I will second it. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Are you ready for the amend- 
ment? 

MR. FUNK: I understand that there has been very 
strenuous opposition to this by members of the Board and 
that it passed by a very small majority and I would like to 
hear from some of the opposition to enlighten us. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: ‘The question of Mr. Funk is 
pertinent and the Chair would be glad to hear from anyone 
pro or con. It has always been the policy of this Convention 
to discuss the various matters fully and openly that may 
come before it. 

MR. VESPER: I am one of those who has strenuously 
opposed the purchase of this property, not because it is not 
worth the money, not because it is not a splendid building for 
the purpose and for no other reason than that it seems to 
me that our efforts are now developing to a point where 
sooner or later, in order to get the proper efficiency and the 
proper conduct of the business of this organizateion that all 
three of its branches must be combined in one plant. I can- 
not conceive of a business organization, whether it be a con- 
vention or an organization similar to ours that would permit 
the handling of its business in three different locations, from 
the point of efficiency on the one hand and the point of 
economy on the other. Certainly it is not the way that modern 
business is done today and it has been my feeling all along 
that the purchase of this property simply means that the pos- 
sibility of combining the offices under one roof at some 
centrally located place is practically eliminated. It has been 
said, I know that that is not necessarily so because of the 
fact that we only have $30,000 invested in the property and 
that that would not preclude the possibility of our purchasing 
or entering into the arrangements for the accommodation of 
the three offices at some central point, at almost any future 
date. But the history of all organizations similar to ours has 
been that when once they buy a piece of property it practically 
anchors the Association at that particular point and we all 
know it would not be practicable and if it were I would be 
entirely in favor of it to combine the functions of the three 
offices as now conducted in the far east. I have no objection 
to Vermont but it certainly does not represent the most 
effective point for the conduct of this business. I therefore 
have been firmly opposed to the purchase of the property on 
the theory that it would simply eliminate the possibility of 
the combination of the three offices under one roof at some 
central point in the future. We have the Secretary’s office 
in the East and at the same time we will still be obliged to 
maintain our Extension Office in Chicago and our Advanced 
Registry office in Delavan and I am firmly of the opinion that 
sooner or later, and the sooner the better that the three offices 
should be combined under one roof at some central point. 


JUDGE PEASLEY: It seems to me that Mr. Vesper, while 
expressing emphatically his position of opposition to this 
project has not as yet.given us a good reason why the motion 
should not prevail, I mean the main motion. If it were so 
that no one of these three branches of our enterprise produced 
enough work for one man to do in a position of executive so 
that half his time would be wasted and that it might be 
advisable to combine the other departments in order to give 
that one man enough to occupy his time there might be some 
reason for combining these three offices but it seems to me 
that there are so many reasons why the offices should not 
be combined that they overwhelmingly over-balance any 
reasons there may be for the combination. 


In the first place we can buy this property at very much 
less than it cost. It is an economical purchase. I have no 
doubt that our rival organization if we did not secure this 
property would be only too- glad to have their headquarters in 
Brattleboro, Vermont. Suppose we pulled out of Brattleboro 
and the other organization pulled into Brattleboro what would 
be the effect on this organization? 

That does not seem to be a very controlling reason why 
we should remain there. The business that is conducted at 
Brattleboro is a mail order business. It does lend a certain

amount of prestige to the community of New England to 
have a branch of this Association located in New England. 
I would not, however, advocate the bringing of all departments 
of this great organization to Brattleboro. It would deprive the 
Great. Middle West, the Great State of Wisconsin of the 
prestige of having its Advanced tegistry Department located 
here. it is not necessary to have either of these two depart- 
ments extremely accessible because we very seldom have 
occasion to go there. We drop our application for Advanced 
Registry in the mail box and we do the same thing when we 
register our cattle. In due course of time, which is not very 
long because the service in both of these departments is ex- 
ceedingly prompt we get our reply and we are at no dis- 
advantage in having our registrations. and transfers located 


at Brattleboro. We are at no disadvantage in having our 
Advanced Registry department located in Wisconsin. I do 


believe that the Extension Department should be located in 
a place where it is most accessible. 

Now, if it were true that we could make a great saving 
in floor space by combining these departments under one 
roof, and if that saving would offset the advantages of placing 
these different departments round the country where their 
benefits radiate out to the communities and sections of the 
country in which they are located, that might be advanced 


as a reason. 


It has been advanced by Mr. Vesper that no business con- 
cern does business this way; but that is the very way they do 
business and the old way of locating in one town the whole 
plant has passed by long ago. We see branches of one cor- 
poration after another, business corporations located here 
there and everywhere all over the country and they do it for 
the benefit that they get by being located in diverse places, 
rather than in one. 

Then too there is more or less of sentiment involved in the 
old original homestead of this organization. New England, of 
course, was where all the activities of this great breed 
originated and started and branched out from there. Some 
of your fathers and grandfathers left New England to go to 
the West. Now it seems to me it would be an awful slam at 
your old home section of the country to drag this organization 
out of New England. I believe, Mr. President, that your fore- 
bears all drifted out of New England. I am a native of Ohio 
myself, and I know that with many of you here your fathers 
and grandfathers and grandmothers came from old New 
England. I believe that the sentiment that many of you 
harbor for old New England would have a rather controlling 
influence in keeping that one little branch of our registration 
down in old Brattleboro in the old state of Vermont. 

Now, if it could be shown and good reasons be advanced 
to show that from one great center the influence of this breed 
could advance and greater progress could be made, there might 
be some reasons for favoring it, but nothing of that kind has 
been advanced yet, nothing that I have read and no argument 
that I ever heard advanced gives sufficient reasons why these 
departments should be consolidated. But if in the future it 
should be deemed advisable to do it certainly an imvestment 
of $30,000, all of which will come back to us within the next 
ten years, should not stand in the way of combining if it were 
thought desirable to do so. 

MR. BOYD: I want to second Mr. Vesper’s remark. This 
gentleman has advanced three reasons why we should stay 
at Brattleboro. I would just like to say that I am an architect. 
I have been an architect for the Government and a structural 
engineer for about twenty years, and I have been dean of 
engineering in State and Federal Colleges for a number of 
vears and I want to say to you that from the inspection that 
I have made of the building from top to bottom it is no 
bargain. It is not a bargain for this reason, that while it is 
possibly adequate at present for our needs very shortly it will 
not be and at that time it will be a building, a sort of make- 
shift affair, bound to be and I would hate to think that the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America would come any- 
where near its ultimate size within a very few years, and it 
seems to me that we should have a modern building, a strictly 
fireproof building. This building while it is fireproof it is not 
modern in shape or design or construction, and I don’t believe 
the plan is especially adapted to our needs, to the extent that 
it could not be better. in fact I have seen few buildings that 
could not be better. We have the experience of our officers 
in helping to work out and design a building which would suit 
our needs not only at present but could be extended in the 
future. 

Now, the first reason he gave was that it was a bargain 
and I do not think it is a bargain. The second reason he gave 
is because it is of benefit to Brattleboro, Vermont. That is 
a village and a very small part of the United States and I 
think that any benefit to that town should be simply passed 
over in an organization which is a national organization in 
its extent. 

The third reason he gave was one of sentiment. My mother 
was born in the State of Maine which is still east of Brattle- 
boro and my father was born in Pennsylvania and I am a 
sucker born in Illinois and proud of it and I live in Oklahoma. 
I think this is a business proposition and should be treated as 
a business proposition and it should be decided on business 
principles and not as a matter of sentiment. I am like the 
gentleman who spoke, I have not heard any argument for 
buying it that has appealed to me as decisive. 


MR. EVANS (Texas): If the Association is looking for 
bargains I think we could give you a building down in Texas. 
Personally I am not interested in Vermont or Texas or Wis- 
consin but I am interested in the Holstein cow and I am 
interested in seeing the very best possible business organiza- 
tion for the development of the Holstein breed. The point 
I wish to make at this time, however, is that there are so 
many delegates who are not well enough informed on this 
subject that we could not talk intelligently on this question 
at this time. It is perhaps our own fault and that we should 
have informed ourselves on the proposition but we have had 
advanced here the fact that we could get an old building at a 
bargain price which would perhaps need to be rebuilt or added 
to to replace the barn structure which has been referred _ to. 
T am going to ask that if there are other delegates here like 

myse'f who are not well informed on this thing that if it comes 
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to a vote we should all vote at this time that we turn the 
proposition down because next year if we find in the mean- 
time that it is a good business proposition we can vote for it. 

COL. FRENCH: I am not influenced by sympathy or any- 
thing of that kind but I look at this as a cold blooded business 
proposition and I think that the delegates will understand the 
situation when I have finished. This building was built 
especially for our purpose. It is large enough now for our 
needs. How many years it will be large enough I do not 
know, but I do know this, that no argument yet has been 
brought forth in the past ten years of investigation where we 
could save a dollar by putting all under one roof. I was in 
favor of that ten years ago. I assisted in three investigations 
and to my utter amazement I found it was cheaper to run them 
in two different places. You may ask why. Your building 
is the small part of your expense. It is the trained employes 
that you have to have. They live in the village where the 
cost of living is very low. They work for very moderate wages. 
They will not pull up from that village and go to another 
city. Personally I would like to have it at Davenport and 
Mr. Vesper would like to have it at St. Louis and somebody 
else would like to have it at Milmaukee and someone else in 
Chicago and someone else in St. Paul. 

Now the directors, through the Finance Committee have 
figured out this: First, that it is impossible to get this Con- 
vention to approve any place to have a new building and that 


is why we referred it to this Convention. They can buy 
the property which is suitable for our purpose and not lose 
any money if you should decide to change within two years 
from now. It won’t cost this Association a cent. 


A gentleman says that if we decide that we want to buy 
it next year we can do it. That is not a fact. The heirs are 
going to sell that property and we will have no opportunity to 
buy it unless we make a lease which will probably under the 
circumstances carry a high rate of rent, whereas if we buy it 
now it will be our own. Later we could move all the depart- 
ments under one roof if it is found practicable but we have 
made three different attempts to solve that proposition and 
they have proven that it is not economy to put all under one 
roof. 

I thank you. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Are you ready for the question? 
The vote is now upon the amendment to refer the matter back 
to the Board of Directors with authority to purchase within 
their discretion. Am I stating that correctly? 

MR. GUE: That is correct. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: This is a vote on the amendment 
which I have just stated. As many as are in favor of the 
amendment will say ‘‘aye.’’ As many as are opposed will say 
“no.”’ The ‘‘noes’’ seem to have it. The ‘‘noes’’ have it. The 
motion is lost. 

The question now recurs to the original motion of Mr. 
Noyes that the proposed purchase as stated in his motion 
shall be authorized by this Convention. As many as are in 
favor of the motion say ‘“aye.’’ Those opposed ‘‘no.’’ The 
“ayes”? seem to have it. The ‘‘ayes’’ have it and the motion 
prevails. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SELECTIVE AND SUPER 
REGISTRATION 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: The next order of business is the 
report of Mr. Moscrip’s Committee upon Selective and Super 
Registration. Is Mr. Moscrip present? 

: MR. MOSCRIP: The report of the Committee is 
Ows: 

Pursuant to resolution of the Board of Directors at Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, on June 1, 1927, this Committee has con- 
tinued its study of the subject of recognition of proven sires. 
General conferences on the matter, largely attended by inter- 
ested breeders were held at Portland, Oregon, and Syracuse, 
N. Y. whereat the fundamental principles involved were 
thoroughly discussed. A further meeting was held at Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, on June 4th. 

Your Committee is impressed with the recent statement of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture that 70% of the valuable 
breeding bulls, as proven by the later work of their daughters, 
go to slaughter before they are four years old. 

Your Committee therefore recommends the adoption of a 
system for recognizing the merit of sires which are working 
definite _ breed improvement as a means of stimulating the 
greater use of proven sires, the promotion of the longer and 
more general use of those of unusual merit and the saving of 
as many as possible of such sires from slaughter. before their 
worth is recognized and advises that the various agencies of 
the Association be instructed to devote special and continuous 
effort to familiarize our members with the importance of 
this work. 

Your Committee recommends that such educational work 
should impress upon breeders that the best indication of what 
a sire will produce is what he has actually accomplished in 
the past; that Advanced Registry and Herd Test work as 
well as the Show Ring to develop herds and demonstrate the 
value of sires is invaluable. 

Your Committee recommends that the Board of Directors 
be authorized to institute a plan for the recognition of proven 
sires, based primarily upon type and the proven production 
of their offspring and as to that end to appoint advisers in 
various portions of the country who will upon the application 
of the breeder, visit his farm, inspect and classify the sires 
and their offspring and that this service be extended to in- 
clude the classification of sires with daughters in the yearling 
and two-year-old form, not yet in production, said advisers to 
be employed on a per diem and expenses basis, the cost to 
be borne by those receiving the service. 

And your Committee further recommends 
breeder so desires, the advisers will classify entire herds over 
milking age, upon the agreement of the owner not to offer for 
registry males from dams classifying poor or fair. 

I move the adoption of the resolution. 

COL. FRENCH: I second the motion.

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: You. have heard the motion,— 

COL. FRENCH: I do not want to take up all the time 
of this Convention, but this is a matter in which as Mr. 
Moscrip well knows I have been interested for the past fifteen 


years.

I did 
to pick out good cows, but I am no good judge. I would put 
the third or the fourth or the fifth cow in a dairy show at 
the top and the top I would put down fourth and fifth, but 
I did try this experiment. I went out to get the best bull ig 
the market and when I gave the commission to the man, he 
said, ‘“What do you mean by the best bull?’ I said, “There 
is only one way to find.out what constitutes a good bull and 
that is to see what his daughters are doing.’”’ Anybody ought 
to know that. That is what we are breeding for. He had gq 
list of wonderful pedigrees and I told him that I had a great 
many friends who had bought trotting stock on pedigree ang 
they had gone broke. I bought Sir Johanna Fayne because J 
found upon investigation that every daughter that he hag 
gotten had exceeded the dam’s record at the same age, To. 
day the records that we are making on our farm are made by 
the daughters and granddaughters of Sir Johanna Fayne ang 
if you will come to the farm I think I will show you as goog 
a herd taken on the average as you will see any place in this 
country. 

Now, we have to get a distinctive class. Ten years agg 
an A. R. O. animal meant quite a good deal, but today we 
have so many inferior ones who. have the A. R. O. record that 
it means comparatively little. We have got to raise a higher 
standard so that when people wish to buy a sire they can-get 
a sire that is worth while, and I want to state this very 
emphatically that seldom has too much money been paid for 
a proven sire but often too much has been paid for an unproven 
sire. I thank you. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: What is your pleasure gentlemen? 
Does anyone else wish to be heard on this question? Are you 
ready for the question?

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The Milwaukee Convention 


E are glad to present in this issue a more com- 
W plete and detailed report of the Milwaukee Con- 
vention than we have ever been able to give our 
readers in earlier years. The stenographic proceedings of 
the Convention are available in time for such prompt 
publication through the courtesy of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America and the cooperation of Herbert 
Dore, Convention Reporter. The proceedings have been 
slightly abridged in unessential points, but the matter 
presented will give our readers a clear picture of the 
manner in which our National Conventions operate. 
This year’s Convention was made up of 171 delegates 
from 46 states. This wide participation, representing as 
it does a greater number of states than have been pre- 
sented at any previous Convention of our organization, 
demonstrates the far flung empire of the Holstein cow 
and is an indication of the increased interest which breed- 
ers are taking in their national organization and in their 
industry from all sections of the country. It is of no 
small importance to the future development of this in- 
dustry that representatives from so many sections of the 
country can get together for an exchange of views and 
can go back to- their own localities with first hand re- 
ports of the purposes, aims and achievements of the par- 
ent organization. 


Comment on the details acted upon by the Milwaukee 
Convention is almost superfluous in view of the com- 
pleteness of the Convention report itself. It is hardly 
necessary to say that we were in the main pleased with 
the action taken in every instance. The only point upon 
which we might be in doubt is the matter of compensa- 
tion for the committee on elections. As was pointed out, 
however, in the discussion at Milwaukee, this is work of 
a more routine nature than any of the other committees 
are called upon to perform and on that account might 
avoid the danger of an unwise precedent that was our 
only objection to this proposal in the first place. 

The vote on the color markings question should be 
considered as having settled this matter, so far as the 
underlying principles are concerned. There will doubt- 
less be further efforts to qualify the wording to meet dif- 
ferent conditions that may arise and, personally, we 
should not be at all sorry to see that much discussed word 
“interspersed” restored. In spite of the objections that 
were raised to it, it seems to us to define exactly a par- 
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ticular type of leg-marking that is regarded as the badge 
of grade inheritance. The roll call vote showed an over. 
whelming majority of delegates to favor the wording pre- 
sented in the Call after it had been amended to strike 
out the special requirements for bulls and apply the pro. 
posed regulations for females to males as well. Those 
who voted against this amendment, as amended, largely 
did so in their belief that the former by-law on this sub. 
ject of colors that bar registration was just as satisfae. 
tory as the proposed new one. As Mr. McIntyre of Maine 
expressed it in the debate, “Let’s breed for production ip. 
stead of spots.” Those who favored the adoption of more 
drastic regulations may feel that their efforts have not 
been in vain as the discussion has focused attention on 
this subject in a way that will cause breeders undoubtedly 
to give these matters more attention than they have in 
the past. On the cher hand, he disastrous effects of a 
serious color fad have been avoided by the action taken 
and breeders can concentrate on breeding better animals, 
whether they be dark or light in color. 

A promising line of action that did not receive the dis. 
cussion which its importance merited was authorized in 
the adoption of the report of the committee on Recogni- 
tion of Proven Sires, of which W. S. Moscrip was Chair. 
man. This report, which is given in full text in the 
transcript of the proceedings of the meeting, authorizes 
the Board of Directors to inaugurate a system of recog. 
nition of proven sires based on the type and proven pro- 
duction of their offspring. The idea carries great possi- 
bilities and Mr. Norton has been appointed a committee 
by the Board of Directors to prepare the details of such 
a plan for their further consideration at their next meet- 
ing in October. The report also emphasizes the impor- 
tance of educational work in behalf of proven sires. This 
work may well prove to be of even greater importance to 
the industry than the definite details of the system of 
recognition of such sires by the Association. The diffi- 
culty with the latter is that for some time at least, it will 
doubtless be principally used by the class of breeders who 
are least in need of such a system. 

The Convention as a whole was notable for the har- 
mony and good feeling displayed and the very general 
spirit of optimism over the outlook for the industry. The 
soundness of the delegate system was well illustrated by 
the judicial attitude of the Convention upon controversial 
issues. What a field day the proxy hunters would have 
had under the old-time system with issues like the color 
marking proposition and the purchase of the Brattleboro 
building as vote coaxers and the offices of Secretary and 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry both available as 
political footballs! There were more fireworks in the 
Milwaukee Convention of ten years ago, but even those 
who were on the winning side upon that historic occasion 
will agree with us, we think, that the sort of Convention 
just concluded is a better influence for the steady prog- 
ress of the Association and the industry. 


Waldo S. Kellogg 


HE many Holstein friends of Waldo S. Kellogg of 
Osborndale Farm, Derby, Connecticut, will learn with 

regret of his sudden death following an attack of 
acute indigestion. Funeral services were held June 1 at 
his home. Mr. Kellogg was born in 1870 in St. Joseph, 
Missouri and was graduated from Cornell University in 
1893, receiving a degree in architecture. He later studied 
in Paris and upon his return practiced architecture in 
New York for a number of years. He was a member of 
the Institute of Architects, and under the auspices of this 
organization served in France during the war, supervis- 
ing the erection of war buildings in the region of Bor- 
deaux. After the war he assisted in the French recon- 
struction work. In 1919, after his return from the war, 
he married Miss Frances Osborne of Derby, Conn. Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Kellogg were greatly interested in their 
Holstein establishment which they were building up 
to a foremost place in the industry and which they 
had placed on a sound basis by the development of a 
special market for their product. We understand that 
Mrs. Kellogg intends to continue the herd. Mr. Kellogg 
was active in the entertainment of the Convention of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association at Springfield a year ago and 
had been prominently mentioned for a place on the Board 
of Directors of the National Association at this year’s 
meeting.

While we have never had the pleasure of 
seeing this cow, Harold Lascelles, the West Central Field- 
man, describes her as a show prospect of no mean quality.

I would like to add a word regarding the inheritance of e 
and the situation with regard to the number of bulls availeyi 
I presume you all know, if you take the census reports, that 
we have in the United States as a whole 126 females for every 
pure bred bull. Now, if we take any of these pure bred bulls 
out of circulation which justly should be there on a matter of 
whether they have or do not have a certain percentage of their 
anatomy which is white, or which is black, are we really doin 
the breed and the industry the greatest service. : . 
; Furthermore, assuming we take it from the standpoint of 
inheritance, can we say that a bull which does have these 
characteristics is going to transmit them. How many of you 
could prove that point? Furthermore, if he were a bull of 
unusual merit and you barred him for this reason you certainly 
would affect your herd from the standpoint of production. 

Therefore from the standpoint of the fact that we have 
before us so many individuals which would be eliminated and 
from the standpoint of the fact that we cannot prove the in- 
heritance of these particular characteristics it seems to me 
that the amendment should prevail. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: The Chair will be glad to hear 
from any of the gentlemen on this matter which he regards as 
a very important subject. 

MR. MAVERICK: In regard to the scarcity of pure bred 
bulls. _As to_the pure bred bulls I am sure there are plenty of 
them in the United States which could be registered that go to 
the butcher every day. We do not want to create any scarcity 
of our, pure bred bulls. ; 

MR. N <S: I would like to say that I approve y 
strongly of Mr. Allyn’s amendment. ta not a that the 
wording of this new amendment even so far as it refers to the 
female is any improvement on what we have had. After all 
the discussion we had yesterday I want to say that I rather 
like that word ‘‘interspersed.”” It gives you a little latitude 
and it leaves it up to someone’s judgment and I do not believe 
it is possible ever to draw up a By-Law here but that there 
would be a difference of judgment as to how it should be inter- 
preted. Certainly we have tried it for years and years but 
this is the first time we have ever divided the thing into two 
classes, and this is an attempt to try and breed out any black 
marks whatever below the knee. That would mean that a few 
years from now we will have an absolute rule on all animals 
that there should be no black marks below the knee, but I do 
not think we have enough information so that we ought to 
determine that we want to do that because I know and many 
of the old breeders know that some of the most valuable cows 
and bulls this breed ever had had those little black marks near 
the hoof. Some of the greatest animals that came from 
Holland had them and I think we are in danger of legislating 
in favor of a sort of fad about color and legislating out of use 
some of the most valuable blood in the breed. Therefore I 
would either like to see the whole amendment defeated or else 
to have it amended as Mr. Allyn has suggested and try this 
new wording and see if we can get along any better with it, 
but I think I can see where there are some holes in it. We 
have not that word ‘interspersed’? to fool with anymore and 
I think we ought to have it, but I am willing to try and get 
along wihout it. : 

MR. McINTYRE: It seems to me that you are always going 
to have some of these objectionable spots and the question is 
are you going to breed for spots or for production. That is all 
+ an is to it. That is your choice. Let us breed for produc- 
ion. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Are you ready for the question. 
The question now is upon the amendment offered by Mr. Allyn. 
(The motion prevailed). 

The question is now upon the original resolution. 

MR. BOYD: I offer an amendment to Number 7 in Section 
A to add the words ‘‘considerable areas’’ before the word 
*“black” it would then read ‘‘considerable areas of black and 
white intermixed to give grayish appearance.”’ 

I quite agree that 
a few gray hairs should not bar an animal from registry. You 
see a young man occasionally with gray hair and if they are

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Are you ready for the motion upon 
the amendment offered by Mr. Boyd?

It would be a backward step for this 
Association to pass this resolution and make it impossible to 
register an animal with a scattered gray hair or two among 
the black. There are a great many mighty fine animals and 
some in this sale, with a little bit of gray in them and we 
don’t want this to pass as it is unless someone can explain in 
some way so that we will know what that grayish appearance 
means. The words after it say “or color other than distinct 
black or white,” and it seems to me that the animal could not

Pennsylvania County Fairs attract- 
ed an attendance of over 2,000,000 
people last year, according to an an- 
nouncement from the Pennsylvania 
Department of Agriculture.

The pre- 
vious record for a Jersey in this coun- 
try was 1,141.28 lbs. butterfat, by the 
Oregon four-year-old, Darling’s Jolly 
Lassie, and the American milk record 
was held by Madelaine of Hillside, a 
sister of Abigail, with a little over 
20,000 lbs. This is the highest fat rec- 
ord ever made by a cow of any breed 
on three-time milking, the total num 
ber of milkings for Abigail of Hill- 
side being 1,089 as she was milked 
only twice daily for a time at the be- 
ginning of her test, finishing her year 
producing more than she did at the 
start. This is her fourth yearly rec- 
ord, making over 1,000 Ibs. fat in her 
preceding lactation. She is a New 
England product, having been bred 
and developed by her present’ owners, 
John T. Carpenter and Son, Shel- 
burne Falls, Massachusetts. Congrat- 
ulations to our Jersey friends on this 
great performance.

have even a gray hair mixed with the black under this resolu- 
tion if it is passed. ‘ 

MR. BARKER: It seems to me that the men who are 
arguing for this amendment need Col. French’s razor to split 
hairs. I think the point on grayish spots is well taken and you 
men who have bred cattle for a number of years know that 
many times these gray spots appear later on in the animals 
life. I have in mind a heifer in Ohio five or six years ago that 
was shown and showed a very slight amount of gray and I saw 
the same animal a little over a year ago go through an auction 
sale and that grayish spot had grown until it was much bigger. 
I think the intent of this grayish proposition is quite plain, 
and it seems as though the amendments that have been pro- 
posed are simply splitting hairs. Nobody is going to throw out 
an animal because it has one gray hair in a big patch of black. 
I don’t think that is the intent of the resolution at all. 

MR. PABST: May I suggest that the Secretary read the 
old rule. I think that this is very similar to the old rule. 

SECRETARY SEAVERNS thereupon read the old rule. 

MR. THOMPSON: After all this discussion I declare to 
you gentlemen I don’t know but what I like the old provision 
best. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Are you ready for the motion?

some part of its body and that might all have developed after 
the animal was registered. I was wondering if in such a case, 
if a protest was made by one whose animal had been beaten 
by this animal what the outcome might be, whether the animal 
might be successfully protested as having been improperly 
registered that showed a considerable gray spot. I am speak- 
ing of a case where these have developed after the time of 
registration and of course if this should recur in numerous 
instances I can readily see how it might develop trouble and 
how difficult it might be for the breeder whose animal was 
protested, if at the time it was registered it was all right and 
proper to do so. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: The Chair was not satisfied with 
viva voce vote and as this is a matter of importance unless 
some other gentleman wishes to be heard he will direct the 
calling of the roll.

AFTER RECESS 


CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: The Convention will please come 
to order. 

This morning, I had occasion to refer to the very great 
contribution to the dairy industry made by a citizen of Wis- 
consin, Dr. Babcock. I little supposed at the time that I 
should have the very great privilege and honor of introducing 
to this audience perhaps the greatest benefactor of the dairy 
industry of all the men who have lived within his time. Dr, 
3abcock. 

DR. BABCOCEK: I thank the members of this Association 
for this most cordial greeting. I did not come here to make a 
speech, in fact if I had thought that a speech was expected of 
me I doubt if I would have come. I will, however, say just a 
few words regarding what I have seen in the development of 
this breed, the Holstein-Friesian Breed which you represent. 

I can well remember when I was situated on a small dairy 
farm in the central portion of New York State, really in the 
center of the dairy interests of America at that time, the 
Holstein-Friesian Breed was almost unknown. I don’t think 
I had seen a Holstein-Friesian, a pure bred Holstein-Friesian 
for many years at that time. The first cattle of this breed 
that I ever saw was on the farm of your former secretary, I 
don’t know it may have been the President of the Association, 
Mr. Hoxie and from that breed one of my neighbors purchased 
a pure bred bull and this was the first Holstein-Friesian ani- 
mal I had seen although that was at that time the center of 
the dairy industry of America. - 

This last season I had the pleasure of travelling through 
that same country, some fifteen years later, and I can say that 
I practically saw no other cattle all through that section. 
Every dairy farm was marked with black and white cattle, not 
all pure breds, but a large proportion of them were. 

I want to say further in regard to that, that in travelling 
across the country from New York to California I noticed the 
same peculiarity that in every commercial dairy district 
through which I passed there were the black and white cattle 
on all fields. 

I want also to congratulate you on the manner in which 
this breed has utilized the test which I gave to the world 
nearly forty years ago, that is in making the fat test of milk 
the criterion for entrance to your Advanced Registry. I think 
in doing that, you have made one of the greatest advances 
that has been made in the dairy interests of every breed. It 
has resulted first in improving the quality of Holstein milk, 
and I think more than any other factor this has been the 
largest. 

[ spoke of seeing only a few Holstein cattle while I was 
upon the dairy farm and at that time the Holstein cattle were 
known throughout that section at least as skim milk breed. 
Now that is not true today and its improvement in the milk 
line has been very largely through the intelligent use of the 
fat test to mark the value of milk. I think this probably has 
been one of the greatest factors in improving the Holstein 
breed. You no longer hear people speak of this breed as 
giving inferior milk. I know for years after I had been: en- 
gaged in chemical work in the“laboratories of Cornell and at 
the experiment station at Geneva it was very difficult for me 
to get samples of milk from the large yields, from the cows 
giving the large yields of milk at that time. I tried repeatedly 
and finally I did succeed in getting one or two samples of milk 
from some of the leading dairy cows, Holstein cattle, because 
in the State of New York the per cent of fat was below the 
normal per cent of fat for milk. Now, that condition no longer 
exists. At that time the Holstein breed, the effort of the 
breeders was for production of milk rather than for quality, 
but with the making of the test, of fat test, the criterion for 
entrance to the Advanced Registry of your breed, that condi- 
tion has been changed absolutely. I do not know just what 
the average per cent of fat in Holstein milk is today, but we 
no longer hear that criticism offered against it that it is of 
poor quality, and the fact is that everywhere all through the 
United States where dairying is prominent the Holstein cattle 
prevail. I could not help noticing in my trip across the Nation 
from New York to San Francisco that that was the fact.

MR. KELLOGG: Mr. Chairman and Members of the Con- 
vention, the next proposed amendment is Number 18. That 
amendment becomes desirable by reason of the adoption of the 


first paragraph of: Section 17. It does not introduce anything 
new. It contains the same words and the same provisions 
that were previously contained in Section 12 but by the adop- 


tion of the proposals it excludes certain portions of the amend- 


ment that was originally a part of Section 12 and it has gath- 
ered them together and placed them in a separate section of 
the sv-Laws of the Association and all the difference that 
there is in this proposed amendment from what there was 
before is that it places these provisions in a special division 
and it is practically the same thing and the Committee moves 
its adoption. 

MR. CRAIG: I second the motion. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: You have heard the motion. Are 


you ready for the question? (The resolution was adopted.) 

MR. KELLOGG: The next proposed amendment is Number 
1%. The only difference in that proposed amendment that it 
contains other than what was in the original amendment is 
the adding of the last sentence of the first sub-division of that 
section, referring to the Committee that goes down to canvass 
the votes is “‘they shall receive for their services the sum of 
forty dollars, and hotel and railroad expenses.’’ Now the Com- 
mittee have amended that proposed By-Law as to make it 
read “each member of the Committee shall receive forty dollars 
for his service and his hotel and railroad expenses” and it is 
simply to clarify that proposition. It is believed that the mem- 
ber who is requested to go to Brattleboro and canvass the 
votes and spend two or three days there should not be re- 
quired to do that without paying him for his per diem service, 
and the Committee recommends that and I move its adoption: 
Which motion was duly seconded. 


CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: You have heard the motion which 
has been seconded. Are you ready for the question? (The 
motion prevailed.) 

JUDGE KELLOGG: The next amendment Mr. President 
and gentlemen of the Convention is Number 20, proposed by 
Mr. Oosterhuis. That provides that the Secretary shall refund 
in the form of a credit of 25 cents for each registration sent 


in for cancellation and goes on to provide how that credit shall 
be allowed that it shall be applied ‘‘only on fees required for 
a new application for registry sent in with the cancellations. 
In case of cancellations on account of the death of the animal 
the cancellation must, in order to obtain this refund credit, 
be sent in within three months after the death of the animal.’’ 

Your Committee believes that that would create a lot of 
unnecessary work and labor in the office of the Secretary of 
the Association that would not be justified by the contribution 
of 25 cents and that in addition to that it would be practically 
reducing the rates of registration because if you require for 
the registration of an animal the payment of one dollar and 
give him back 25 cents, you would only get 75 cents for the 
registration. The Committee recommends that that be re- 
jected. 

MR. COSTERHUIS: I did not appear before 
tee on this resolution largely because it was not 
to lobby this resolution through, but I thought I 


the Commit- 
my intention 
could bring 


before the Convention a point in our registration which I be- 
lieve is very decidedly neglected. 

To begin with I want to state that I believe that our 
Secretary’s office of this Association can be given credit for 


doing the most exact work that has been done in any breed in 


taking care of their registrations. 
It seems to me that one of the greatest loopholes we have 
in the registration of our animals today is when animals die 


as two, three or four-year-olds they remain continually on our 


books as living animals, leaving open the possibility then of 
errors, leaving open the possibility of fraud, and therefore I 
believe it is a step in the right direction to do this in some 


manner,—I don’t know whether this is the way, but I do be- 


lieve that in some way we must get in a larger percentage of 
our death certificates and at a much earlier date. 

I have had a few objections brought to my attention in 
regard to this and one is that the cost to the Association will 
be about $25,000, but remember that that is not costing the 
breeders one cent, because the breeders who are paying for 
the registration are the ones that are also getting this refund. 
I know in a good many organizations it has been stated that 
the appropriations for the different departments must be 
limited this year to one-sixth or one-quarter less. Now it 
costs $2.00 to register males and $1.00 to register females and 
the knocking off of about $25,000 would not mean any less 
money to the members of the Association. The method is self- 


operative. 
The 


other objection is that it is going to mean consider- 
ably more work to take care of these records. If that is so let 
us not ask for the cancellation of any registration papers. It 


Seems to me this thing is practically self-operative. I believe 


that we cannot let one bar down and that in guarding our 
registrations we should do everything possible. I know what 
some of the other breed associations are doing. The Holstein 


has done the most, but I believe we can go a step further and 
I am presenting this resolution believing it is sound even if it 


does cost the Association $25,000, if it is sound we ought not 
to think of $25,000 but remember the $25,000 is not a loss to 
the breeder because the breeders are the ones who pay the 
registrations. 

MR. NOYES: I think perhaps you expect me to say some- 
thing about this inasmuch as it has a financial bearing. It 
seems to me that there is some merit to Mr. Oosterhuis’s idea 


as to clearing up our records, clearing off the dead animals. 
The question is, how much is that worth? It is not worth 
anything at all unless it is done 100%, unless they are all re- 
turned. If they are all returned it will cost evidently in the 
neighborhood of $25,000 a year assuming we continue to 
register a hundred thousand animals per year, and the ques-

to 21,000 deaths reported of animals during the year. If the 
25 cents was paid as a rebate no doubt there would be a great 
many more. I don’t know however that it would make much 
difference to the average breeder whether he got 25 cents for 
reporting a death or not. I don’t think the 25 cents would 
bring in a great many more deaths but if it did or did not it 
would make quite a difference to you in this way. It would 


lead to trouble and argument perhaps between the breeder ang 
the Secretary’s office. 


When you take into consideration that with the test on 
the T. B. work being done you have to turn your certificates 
over to the State authorities, you all know that you do not 


always get those back and if you sent them into the Secretary’s 
office, you would not get the indemnity that you are entitled 
to if you produce your papers and I think it would make quite 


a difference in that way to you. Of course we do not want to 
have anything done that will stir up argument between the 


breeders and the Secretary’s office and I think you can easily 
see that this sort of thing would lead to more or trouble 
and if it can be avoided we want to avoid it. 

Then again there would be the additional expense of book- 
keeping. These certificates when they came in would have to 
be checked up with the records and that would mean that we 
could not go ahead with your applications. It would delay 
your service a little bit. We would have to see that the death 
of that particular animal had not been reported before, that 
the animal was registered, etc. Then we would have the 
matter of the credits and that would mean posting bookkeep- 
ing and details that would delay your service. 

Those are points that I want to bring up for your con- 
sideration so that you may have perhaps a little clearer idea of 
it than you had from what has been presented so far. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Are you ready for the question? 

MR. OOSTERHUIS: As to the increase in the amount of 
work I say then let us not pay any attention at all to the

eancellations. The Association requires that we send in regis- 
tration papers for animals who are dead, but it is not opera- 
tive because the average farmer does not sit down after one 


or two animals may have happened to have died, from old age 
or any other cause and write a letter and stamp it and address 


it and mail it in, without any return that may definitely come 
to him. That is work that he neglects but I believe if you 
have this allowance of the 25 cents reduction I believe they 


will send these in. My opinion is that this would tend to make 


the records much more accurate. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Does anyone else desire to be 
heard? 

MR. NOYES: Don’t let us fool ourselves about that money. 


It is said that we have money and so we have, but this means 
$25,000 per year and that has to come from somewhere. It 
means that we will have that much less for extension or prizes 


at fairs, or something some place. We cannot go on paying 
or taking $25,000 from the reserve fund or any other fund 
without providing for it in some way out of our expenses. 
MR. OOSTERHUIS: The question is, is it sound?

“Whereas, There is a tendency in some cities and states 
to raise the fat requirement for milk to a point where the dis-

“Whereas, This practice of mixing breeds 
most detrimental to good breeding. operation.

“Resolved, That the MHolstein-Friesian Association of 
America go on record as favoring the amendment of laws and 
ordinances permitting the use of fluid skim milk or cream for 
the purpose of standardizing milk in order to comply with local 
or state ordinances and standards.”’

During the time 


it has been privilege to be associated with the members 
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of the Holstein-Friesian Association I have never at any time 
advocated or promoted any measure or program which I diq 
not feel was to the best interest of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association and it is purely from that point of view that ] 
ask for the privilege of the floor to place before you the 
invitation of Philadelphia for the next National Convention 


of the Holstein-Friesian Association. 

I wish to state briefly four reasons why Philadelphia wants 
the Convention this coming year. I am not going to take up 
your time with any flights of oratory regarding the historie 
interests of Philadelphia. Those are self-evident with the mere 
mention of the name of Philadelphia to anyone who is his- 
torically minded. : : 

My first point is that we ought to go to Philadelphia next 
year to combat the very strong Guernsey influence which 
prevails in the neighborhood of Philadelphia and the Philadel. 
phia milk shed. I am under the impression that Philadelphia 
and the surrounding territory is the second largest milk 
market in the country and there is a strong popular preference 
for the high testing milk in that territory. The Extension 
Committee has already spent considerable money effort and 
time to overcome this popular influence that the high testing 
milk is of greater benefit. They have done a great deal to 
promote the sale of Holstein milk in that territory but the 
end is not yet and we feel very strongly that a Convention in 
Philadelphia with the corresponding bringing to the attention 
of the people of that territory the size and importance and 
dignity of this body would add considerable weight to the 
work that the Extension Committee has already done in that 
area. 

We are not asking for Philadelphia as a matter of sen- 
timent or of states’ rights. It is ten years ago that the Con- 
vention met in Philadelphia and by the natural cycle of events 
it is time we went there again, but it is for these more im- 
portant matters that we are placing Philadelphia on the floor. 

My second point is that Philadelphia is exceptionally 
equipped with hotel and convention facilities which are 
entirely adequate to carry out the custom of having the Con- 
vention and headquarters in the same building, and they have 
given us full assurance of complete entertainment. Mr. 
Du Pont of Winterthur Farms has offered again to act as 
host to the Convention in providing for a trip by boat from 
Philadelphia with supper at Winterthur Farms and you can 
perhaps appreciate what an opportunity that- will be. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Philadelphia is back of the 
Convention and will do everything in their power to give you 
just as much entertainment and pleasure as you have had 
at previous conventions. 

The third point is the matter of the sale. I have heard 
a good many men express the opinion that they would rather 
consign their fine cattle to the Brentwood Sale conducted by 
Mr. Davidson than to any other sale at which they have had 
experience and Mr. Davidson has given us assurance that he 
will conduct the sale in connection with the Convention next 
year for which we have secured the use of the Commercial 
Museum and where there is a wonderful opportunity in that 
the cattle and the sale ring are under the same roof in a 
modern up-to-date structure at a very short distance from the 
Convention Headquarters. 

The fourth point is that Pennsylvania needs the National 
Convention and it needs it immediately for reasons that are 
well known to all of you, but best appreciated by the members 


of the Holstein-Friesian Association living in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey and some close adjacent 
parts of New York State. 

The question for this convention to decide is where the 


Convention for 1929 can be held, where it will best promote the 
welfare of the Holstein-Friesian Association and the Holstein- 
Friesian Breed. 

I invite you to Philadelphia. 

MR. IRWIN: I believe there are other reasons besides 
those enumerated by Mr. Thompson why it would be to the 
advantage of this Association to go to Philadelphia next year. 
I believe we can express in that way our appreciation of the 
loyal support of our members in Philadelphia and I therefore 


on the part of the Minnesota delegation wish to second the 
motion of Mr. Thompson. 
MR. NOYES: What is the procedure here? Is it the 


proper time to introduce another location? 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Yes. 

MR NOYES: I have the honor of presenting an invitation 
to come to Syracuse, New York. Nearly everybody here has 
been to Syracuse and it is not necessary for me to say much 


about it. I am not an orator and could not do it anyway, 
but for the benefit of those who are not familiar with it. I 


would say that since our last Convention in Syracuse we have 
two new hotels and I think we have a new Coliseum at the 
State Fair Grounds, since that time; at any rate we are amply 
equipped with hotel facilities, and we have the State Fair 
Grounds in good shape for a sale. 

I believe that Syracuse would be ideal in that respect for 
the 1929 Convention. So far as the benefit of the Holstein 
breed is concerned I think that for a number of years, whereas 
New York formerly was the center of the: Holstein-Fresian 
interests it has dropped off rather lamentably in the last few 
years and we really need a convention or something to renew 


its interest. It is as much of a dairy state as ever and 
particularly right round Syracuse. 

We would heartily like to have the Convention come to 
Syracuse. We have nothing against Philadelphia and we 


appreciate that Philadelphia is a splendid place but we would 
like to have it come to Syracuse if they feel that is the right 
place, and on behalf of the Chamber of Commerce of Syracuse 
I present their invitation. 

MR. SOUTHCOTT: I have very great pleasure in second- 
ing the nomination for going to Syracuse for the next con- 
vention for the reason that New York played ball with us 
last year and I believe in trying to retaliate for that someway 
and I have great pleasure in seconding that nomination.

Our territory down there has a large per cent of cattle 
that test high but we feel that if you could bring this organiza- 
tion there that we could produce cattle whose supply will not 
interfere with our entire milk organization to cover the milk 
Situation so as to include all per cent tests of milk.

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: Are there any other nominations 
for this honor? 

The Secretary informs me that we also have formal invita- 
tions from Los Angeles, California, Washington State etc. 

MR. DUNN (Los Angeles):. Los Angeles extends an in- 
vitation to come there when they cannot decide upon any 
other place to go. We are not asking for the Convention next 
year but we would like to have it for 1932 for in 1932 we want 
to have the Convention in California, because by that time 
we will have some Trans-Continental Highways and you could 
zo by way of Denver and Yellowstone and Seattle and come 
back by Los Angeles and the Grand Canyon and the petrified 
forest and enjoy a trip that will make you proud that you are 
resident natives of America. 

MR. GUE: (Washington) I desire to extend an invitation 
to Seattle for 1930. Theodore Roosevelt said that Puget Sound 
is the most beautiful body of water in America. You have 
the snow capped mountains close by and in four hours from 
Seattle you can be playing snowballs. We have beautiful 
lakes, mountain streams well stocked with trout and bass. 
Puget Sound water is filled with salmon and other deep sea 
fishing, and we could show you a splendid time. The weather 
at that season of the year is always dependable, wonderful 
sunshine, and wonderful moonshine at night. 

The Mayor of our beautiful city extends a hearty invita- 
tion to you. Our press is very liberal with publicity and will 
give you all the publicity you will care for and they will also 
give you the use of their wires for the radio free of charge, 
broadcasting from a very powerful station reaching every place 
west of Chicago. 

On behalf of Seattle and the States of Utah, Oregon and 
Washington and their associations we extend a most hearty 
invitation to you for Seattle for 1930. 

There might be some little objection on account of the 
railroad fare but you will receive round trip for the one way 
fare, so that the cost would be very little more to the Associa- 
tion than it would be for your convention held in the city of 
Philadelphia and that objectionable point will be over-ruled 
and we extend an invitation to Seattle for 1930. 

MR. DURBIN: Out on the Pacific Coast we are just 
beginning to think that we are a part of you. When Mrs. 
Durbin and I made the trip east five years ago, and landed 
in St. Paul, Minnesota and I happened to register that we 
were from Oregon, the clerk looked at me and said, ‘‘Lord, 
you are a long ways from home.’’ When we reached the New 
England states they did not seem to know whether there was 
an Oregon or not. We are really a part of you. As my friend 
over there from Seattle said, we have the most beautiful 
country in the world and we can show you more in one 
minute I think than can be shown any place else in the United 
States. We in the West are interested in vou and I know you 
are interested in us, and the reason why I know that is that 
this organization has been more than kind to us. This organi- 
zation has seen fit to grant us a great portion of the appro- 
priation for extension work for the last three years. We have 
received in the Pacific Northwest about one-sixth of the money 
that has been spent and that money has been well spent. The 
representative that you have given us out there has done able 
work in the States of Montana, Idaho and Utah otherwise we 
would have lost them to the other breeds. You do not have 
any conception of the amount of work that the Jersey and 
Guernsey people are doing on the .Pacific Coast. The state 
of Washington is blessed with Holstein breeders, but I cannot 
say so much for our State although we are continually gaining. 
We have gained to this extent that we have placed in every 
State Institution in the State of Oregon a Holstein herd, and 
that is possibly more than a great many other states can say. 

I am extending to you an invitation from our sister state 
Washington. We feel like one We have a bridge that con- 
nects our two states the same as the Siamese Twins have and 
I trust you will see fit to grant this organization the privilege 
of visiting us in 1930.

MR. ELDER: I have been very much impressed with the 
way this gentleman has worked for Colorado and have been 
more impressed with the way the lady outside ‘has worked for 
Colorado, and perhaps on our way to Seattle we could stop off 
and see them. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: The Secretary will call the rol} 
and each delegate as his name is called will respond by the 
City of his choice. You have a wide and abundant list from 
which to choose. 

Whereupon a roll was had. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: While the tellers are figuring the 
result of the roll call Judge Peasley has an announcement to 
make. 

JUDGE PEASLEY: On Saturday, August 18, the Con- 
necticut Holstein-Friesian Association is going to hold its 
annual summer meeting at my place in Cheshire. On the same 
day at the same place the New England Organization is going 
to hold their summer meeting in connection with that of 
Connecticut. It has occurred to me that some of the delegates 
of their friends who are interested in the Holstein breed might 
be taking their vacations at that time of the year in New 
England and if it would be too bad if you should under those 
circumstances miss attending that meeting. If you fellows in 
the West can take the time you have our unqualified in- 
vitation to attend. Those of you who chance to be in this part 
of the country at that time we cordially invite you to attend 
and hope that you will do so. 

DR. MOTT: It seems to me it would not be fitting for 
this Convention to adjourn without expressing our appreciation 
for ‘the splendid reception we have had at the hands of Wis- 
consin and I wish to offer the following resolution: 

“Resolved that we extend the appreciation and thanks of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America to the Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders Association of Wisconsin to its members and 
to the Milwaukee Association of Commerce and to. others 
who have interested themselves and who have been untiring 
in their efforts to provide for our comfort and enjoyment to 
make this Milwaukee Meeting a very complete success and one 
long to be remembered by the delegates assembled. 

I move the adoption of the resolution. 

Which motion was duly seconded and adopted. 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: The tellers are now ready to 
report upon the vote. 

MR. NORTON: The total number of votes cast was 182 
which Philadelphia received 103.9 and Syracuse 78.1. 

MR. NOYES: I rise to congratulate Philadelphia and to 
move that we make it a unanimous vote of the Convention 
for Philadelphia in 1929. 

Which motion was duly seconded, 

CHAIRMAN LOWDEN: You have heard the motion. Are 
you ready for the question? As many as are in favor will say 
“ave,” the contrary ‘“‘no’’, The ‘‘ayes’’ have it and the motio1 
prevails; and Philadelphia by the unanimous vote of Convention 
will be the place of our next Convention. 

I want to say just one word I congratulate this Con- 
vention upon the very satisfactory way in which it has met 
the duties imposed upon it. 


[ have been more impressed today than at any other Con- 
vention we have held with the wisdom of the plan under 


which we are operating. Questions which were controversial 
a year or two years ago, through the process of debate by the 


chosen representative of the breeders of America have become 
simplified to the point where action has been practically 
unanimous. This means orderly, regular, steady progress for 
this great Association,. I congratulate you with all my heart 
upon your achievement. 

I think we said last year that we regarded that Convention 
as the most successful from any viewpoint of any we had 
held, and I think we can say with equal truth that this sur- 
passes any Convention that we have held since we have been 
under the present plan of organization. I congratulate you 
and I thank you for the cooperation which you have given to 
your officers, not only during this Convention but throughout 
the vear. It is a pleasure and an honor to be associated wit 
men like the men who make up this Association. I have been 
saying for a good many vears that there was no body of men 
in all our country who seemed to me to be quite the equal 
of the men who are engaged in breeding farm live stock 
That impression grows with the passing time until I have 
come to believe that there is something a little bit humanizing, 
a little bit more ennobling in spending part of our time with 
farm animals than spending ali of our time with human beings

Upon motion at 3:50 o’clock P. M. the Forty-Third Annual 
Convention of The Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
adjourned.

CONVENTION GUESTS VISIT 
ELMWOOD 

One of the interesting side trips 
from the Milwaukee Convention 
which was enjoyed by a number of 
delegates and guests was a visit to 
Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill. The 
animals being fitted for the fall shows 
were led out for inspection and all 
agreed that the Elmwood show herd 
of 1928 will compare favorably with 
the excellent strings which this es- 
tablishment brought out last year and 
for several years back.

MEETING OF ADVISORY BOARD 


At a meeting of the Milk Pro- 
ducers Advisory Board held in the 
city of New York May 23, 1928, the 
following action was taken: 

Whereas, It is the consensus of 
opinion of this Advisory Board that 
for the good of both producers and 
consumers of dairy products. that 
something be done to stimulate early 
fall and winter production of milk 
and 

WHEREAS, We still believe there 
was no good reason for reducing the 
price of class 1 milk a cent a quart 
March 1, but that since milk is sold 
under a Classified price plan this cut 
which compelled farmers to produce 


milk at a loss from March until May 
should have been put off until May 
1 and 

WHEREAS, It will now be more 
difficult to induce farmers to so read- 
ily increase their production as was 
done last year, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, 
that there should be no further cuts 
in classes 1 and 2 this year but that 
there should be an increase of 47 
cents a hundred lbs. in class 1 milk 
in the late summer.

AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE 
CLUB -ANNUAL MEETING 

The fifty-first annual meeting of the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club was 
‘held at Chicago, May 16. The re- 
ports of officers showed that the 
membership of this organization now 
numbers 1,485, with 105 new mem- 
pers during the past year. Registra- 
tions for the past year totaled 39,027 
and transfers 33,562. There are now 
9,552 Guernsey cows on test at the 
close of the past fiscal year. The in- 
come of the club for the past year 
was $319,630.44 and expenses for the 
year were $305,342.81 and the state- 
ment of assets and liabilities showed 
a surplus of $126,082.87. The income 
from the herd register department was 
$214,858.85, which is an average of 
practically $3.00 for each certificate of 
registration and transfer issued 
during the year. In addition, the 
Advanced Register brought in an in- 
come of $31,138.32, and while the num- 
ber of certifiicates issued during the 
year is not given, the fact that there 
were about 2,500 head on test would 
indicate that the average return to 
the Club from the Advanced Register 
department is between $12.00 and 
$13.00 for each certificate issued. 

The meeting was a most harmonius 
one, the managment receiving an im- 
pressive vote of confidence from the 
membership from all sections of the 
country President Robert Scoville 
was re-elected to this high office for, 
we believe. the thirteenth successive 
year and all other officers were like- 
wise unanimously re-elected. The 
budget for next year was adopted 
totaling $312,800, of which a total of 
$84,500, or. over a quarter, was 
allotted to the department known as 
Information and_ service, and Ex- 
tension Service. 

FOREIGN DAIRY CONDITIONS 

The net effect of foreign dairy de- 
velopments through April and May 
has been the maintenance of the re- 
cent strength of European markets. 
During the period under review there 
is normally an overlapping of seasons 
of the Southern and Northern Hem- 





ispheres. While during, much of the 
winter, drought in the Southern 


Hemisphere had strengthened foreign 
markets, more recently Australian 
and New Zealand production has been 
rallying for a strong finish of the 
season. 

So long as there was a_ prospect 
of an early season in northern Europe 
there was naturally considerable 
caution in the matter of purchasing 
supplies beyond immediate needs, 
and early in April the European but- 
ter markets broke rather’ sharply. 
But the grass season in northern 
Europe. which is normally earlier 
than our own, proved to be late. 
Lack of rain retarded production, and 
as late as May 11 the Danish Butter 
Journal reported that while cattle 
were grazing in many districts, vege- 
tation was backward. German re- 
views reported as of April 28 that the 
fodder scarcity was somewhat re- 
lieved but that grass would not be 
at its best until the middle of May. 
From the second week in April to 
the middle of May the Copenhagen 
butter quotation has varied but little 
and the average of about 36 cents 
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for May will be only slightly lower 
than that for April. Both foreign and 
domestic prices are now well in line 
with those of a year ago and the 
difference between Copenhagen and 
New York stands now at about three- 
fourths of the import duty. Last 
year our April imports of butter to- 
taled 2,310,374 pounds, whereas under 
the conditions prevailing this year 
our butter imports continued through 
April to be quite negligible. Imports 
of cheese and exports of condensed 
and evaporated milk have likewise 
been less. As compared with April 
of last year, our imports of fresh milk 
and cream have been heavy.

BANK’S SERVICE TO 
AGRICULTURE 


The 12 Intermediate Credit Banks 
housed with and officered by the 12 
co-operative Federal land banks, es- 
tablished 5 years ago, have made 
loans to more than 1,000,000 farmers, 
according to the report of the Federal 
Farm Loan Board for the calendar 
year 1927 just made public. These 
loans, including renewals, aggregated 
about $629,000,000, of which $373,- 
000,000 were lent on non-perishable 
or semi-perishable products stored in 
acceptable warehouses directly to 
farmers’ co-operative marketing as-

“Intermediate credit is particularly 
adapted to the needs of the livestock 
grower and of livestock loan com- 


.panies and others lending on live- 


stock. Doubtless this service is capa- 
ble of expansion, the extent depend- 
ing largely upon the organization of 
additional properly capitalized and 
efficiently managed loan companies. 
In all the bank districts west of the 
Mississippi River, livestock loan com- 
panies have rediscounted livestock 
paper with banks of the system. In 
the case of loans on dairy cows. notes 
are sometimes made for 18 to 20 
months and are repaid on an amort- 
ization plan whereby an _ agreed 
amount is deducted monthly jfrom 
cream checks and paid to the lend- 
ing agency for application on the 
indebtedness.” 

Rediscount rates varied during the 
year from 414 to 4% per cent and 
loans to co-operative associations 
were made at 41%4 per cent. The re- 
discounting corporations are not per- 
mitted to charge more than 2 per 
cent above the bank’s rate except in 
cases of livestock loans in connection 
with which the limit is 2% per cent. 
The funds for making these loans are 
derived mainly from the sale of short- 
term debentures. These were mar- 
keted at rates varying from 3% to 
3% per cent, the sale of which during 
the year amounted to $80,750,000.

BUYING MILK ON QUALITY, WIN- 
NING NEW POPULARITY 


Buying of milk on a quality basis is 
becoming more popular each year 
with milk plant operators, it is re- 
ported by P. H. Tracy, in charge of 
the dairy manufactures division of 
the College of Agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Illinois. Consequently, dairy- 
men who furnish milk that will make 
a quality bottled product are the ones 
who will get the top prices, he pointed 
out. 

Already in many localities milk is 
being paid for on a quality basis, 
he said. Under this system the man 
who produces good milk is paid a 
premium whereas the farmer or 
dairyman who delivers milk of poor 
quality is penalized by being paid a 
sub-market price. Milk plant op- 
erators have found it necessary to 
pay closer attention to the quality of 
the raw milk as it is delivered to the 
plant in order to improve the quality 
of the product as it leaves the plant. 

Factors that make for quality of 
milk for bottling purposes are tem- 
perature and odor of the milk, the 
flavor of it, acidity, sediment, bacter- 
ial content and fat content. The 
grading system that is used may be 
based on tests for one or more of 
these things. 

Milk that is warm when it reaches 
the plant is very apt to be high in 
bacteria and have an off-flavor. On 
the other hand, milk that is frozen 
is not desirable from the standpoint 
of its palatability. 

Milk may have certain off-flavors, 
such as those due to feéds, oil, dis- 
infectants, barn air oor dirt. A 
little of such milk may ruin the entire 
batch.

ERADICATION DECLINES As 
BENEFITS ARE REALIZED 


Critics of the 
tion campaign in 
are, as a rule, well-meaning, but un- 
informed. The Bureau of Animal In. 
dustry of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has observed a 
rapid decline in opposition to the 
campaign for eradication of bovine 
tuberculosis, but occasional criticisms 
persist. To these objectors the bu- 
reau offers opportunity to judge the 
overwhelming mass of scientific evi- 
dence in published form. An array 
of established facts, the bureau 
asserts, proves that eradication of 
tuberculosis from live stock means 
not only a huge economic saving to 
the live stock industry, but also a 
safer milk and food supply to the 
American public. 

In particular 
the view that tuberculosis 
tion is an expression of the 
will through their elective 
sentatives.

Obstructors, the bureau 
says, add something to the cost of 
eradication and the time required for 
completing the work, and increase 
the opportunity for tuberculosis to 
spread from animal to animal, and 
from animal to persons. The bureau 
believes that citizens have every 
right to express criticism verbally or 
through the press, but that if the 
critics are sincere and honest, they 
should first obtain the facts readily

date. It is especially regretted that 
some critics whose titles imply scien- 
tific training or attainment have 
sought to hamper the work with un- 
sound objections and without ade- 
quate consideration of the reliable 
information so easily obtained. 
Many critics of tuberculosis eradi- 
cation have turned to advocacy, ‘the 
bureau says. Notably, owners of val- 
uable animals condemned as _ tuber- 
culous and who have suffered serious 
financial hardship, have, as a rule, 
remained ardent supporters of the 
work. The critics are often those on 
the sidelines. Many owners of cat- 
tle who at first were doubtful of the 
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worthiness of the campaign have be- 
come convinced supporters. 

As conducted under the cooperative 
plan, the tuberculin test is adminis- 
tered only by State, Federal, or 
county veterinarians, or others offi- 
cially accredited. Tuberculin, which 
has been employed for 35 years, is 
acknowledged to be the most reliable 
biological agent for diagnosing animal 
diseases. The campaign could not go 
on without it. 

During the last six years, as shown 
by surveys, the prevalence of tuber- 
culosis among cattle has been re- 
duced from about 4 per cent to 2 per 
cent as the result of systematic test- 
ing and the removal of cattle which 
react to the test.

FARM PRICE INDEX HIGHEST jy 
THREE YEARS 

A farm price index the highest in 

almost three years is reported by the 


Bureau of Agricultural Economies, 
United States Department of Agri 
culture. This index on May 15 was 


148 percent of the pre-war level, an 
advance of 8 points since April 15, 
At 148, the bureau says, the index 
is 22 points above May a year ago 
and is the highest point the index hag 
reached since August, 1925. It is the 
highest May figure since 1920. 

The advance during the period 
April 15 to May 15 is accounted for 
by increases in all groups except 
dairy products which showed a sea- 
sonal decline of 3 points. Grains ad- 
vanced 16 points, fruits and vegeta 
bles 2 points, meat animals 9 points, 
poultry products 7 points, and cotton 
and cottonseed 12 points. 

The May 15 price of hogs was 14 
per cent higher than that on April 15, 
the abrupt rise being due primarily 
to the sharp decline in receipts at 
primary markets, following the heavy 
marketings in February and March. 
The recent revival in export demand 
for pork and pork products has also 
been a factor influencing the farm 
price increase. 

The corn-hog ratio which has been 
declining since November, 1927, ad 
vanced 0.2 points from April 15 to 
May 15. The farm price of corn ad 
vanced 13 per cent during the period 
under. review, accounted for largely 
by the combined high feeding de- 
mand due to the short oats supplies 
and unusually small farm supplies of 
corn in the eastern corn belt States: 

The farm price of wheat was il 
per cent higher on May 15 than on 
April 15, the bureau reporting that 
the unfavorable winter has resulted 
in one of the heaviest abandonments 
of winter wheat on record. The con. 
dition of winter wheat was about 10 
per cent lower on May 1 than a year 
ago, indicating a production about 
11.9 per cent less than in 1927. 

Potato prices on the farm declined 
over 11 per cent during the month, 
but this decline was not uniform for 
the country as a whole. Lateness of 
season and relatively light receipts 
of new potatoes from the South At 
lantic and South Central sections 
have tended to hold prices in these 
regions at last month’s level. The
